New Delhi, the 29th September, 1975 

S.R.O. 328. — Whetcas public notice of certain draft of 
amend men Is to the Ambala Cantonment (Regulation of Regis- 
t ration and Classification of Contractors) Bye-laws, 1974 
(hereinafter referred to as the said Bye-laws), was published 
with the Cantonment Board’s notice No. III/RX/ 1975/ 1759, 
dated the 31st May, 1975, as required by section 284 of the 
Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924) (hereinafter referred 
to as the said Act), for inviting objections and suggestions 
from all persons likely to be aftected thereby till the expiry 
of a period of 30 days from the date of publication of 
that notice ; 

And whereas the said notice was published in the locul 
newspaper on the 22nd July, 1975 ; 

And whereas no objections or suggestions were received 
from the public by the Cantonment Board, Ambala, before 
the expiry of the said period ; 

And whereas the Central Government have duly approved 
and confirmed the said draft of the amendments to the said 
Bye-laws as icquired by sub-section (1) of section 284 of 
the said Act ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause (39) of section 282 of the said Act, the Cantonment 
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Board, Ambala, hereby makes the following bye-laws, 
namely; — ■ 

1. (1) These bye-laws may be called the Ambala Can- 
tonment (Regulation of Registration and Classification of 
Contractors) Amendment Bye-laws, 1975, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Ambala Cantonment (Regulation of Registration 
ana Classification of Contractors) Bye-laws, 1974, — 

(a) for bye-law 3, the following bye-law shall be subs- 

tituted, namely : — 

“3. ENTITLEMENT TO TENDER FOR WORKS 

Any person may register his name as an approved 
contractor of the Cantonment Board. Ambala, 
after the Cantonment Board has approved the 
inclusion of his name in the register of approved 
contractors and after he has furnished with the 
Cantonment Board, the deposit prescribed in this 
behalf in bye-law 5,” ; 

(b) for bye-law 5, the following bye-law shall be subs- 
tituted, namely : — 

“5. DEPOSIT FOR REGISTRATION Every con- 
tractor in Class ‘A’ shall deposit a sum of Rs. 1 0() 
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and in class ‘B* a sum of Rs, 50 before his name 
is included in the list of approved contractors. This 
amount shall be refunded only when the Contrac- 
tor's name is removed from the list at his own 
request. In the event of the death of any con- 
tractor such amount shall be payable to his legal 
heirs. The amount so deposited shall be liable 
to be forfeited at the discretion of the Board, if 
he has failed to tender for works for more than 
one year/’ ; 

(c) in bye-law 7 T after clause (ii), the following clause 
shall be inserted, namely : — 

“(iii) the said cash deposit towards security for proper 
performance of the contract shall be refundable 
only after six months of the successful completion 
of the works, provided the work is certified as 
satisfactory by the Cantonment Executive Officer, 
Ambala.*’

S.R.O. 329* — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President here- 
by makes the following rules to amend the Remount Veteri- 
nary Corps (Class III posts) Recruitment Rules, 1971, 
namely 

(1) These rules may be called the Remount Veterinary 
Corps (Class J FI posts) Recruitment (Amendment) Rules, 
1975. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publica- 
tion in the Official Gazette. 

2. Tn the schedule to the Remount and Veterinary Corps 
(Class TII posts) Recruitment Rules, 1971, against the post 
‘Godown Overseer’, — 


(i) for the entry in column 4 the entry “the Rs. 330-10- 
3 80-EB- 1 2-500-F B- 1 5- 560 (revised scale)” shall be 
substituted; 


(ii) for the entry in column 6 the entry “18 to 25 years" 
shall be substituted; 

fiii) after the existing entries in column 7 the following 
shall be added, namely ; — 


“(The qualification of matriculation may be waived in 
the case of ex-sei vicemen who have held a Quaiter 
Mastei’s job, in an Army unit for a peiiod of not 
less than five years.)*’.
